Selectmen’s Report. 


GENTLEMEN :—We herewith submit to you a report of 
Qur proceedings for the year’ending March 1,1886. You 
will see by comparing the’reports of 1884 and 85 that, 
although the amount in the hands of the treasurer is more 
than double that of last year, yet the balance due the 
town has been reduced $1,069.01 as a result of your vote 
last year to raise one and a half per cent.; and here we 
would recommend that two per cent. be raised for the 
coming year as our valuation is greatly reduced and still 
diminishing. 

The pauper account has been larger than usual owing 
to the extra expense incurred for the care and doctor's 
bill of Joseph 'Tebbetts, by order of the County Commis- 
sioners, who have taken him to the County Farm, but we 
have received the full amount from the County except 
$45.10, the cost of supporting the town poor. 

We have ascertained that the amount reported as due 
from the town of Northwood ($52.10) is not collectable 
and the County Commissioners refuse to pay the same, so 
it is dropped from the assets and our town is the loser. 

Our bill of abatements has been unusually large, but we 
have abated on several lists and have abated taxes, 
_which have been hanging from year to year, hoping that 
we might sometime receive them, but from good cause we 
have decided to give them up and reckon them no longer 
as available means. 

And, Gentlemen, we have rebuilt and covered with 
stone two bridges, at an expense of about $275.00, which 
we deem economy, as when once built in this way they 
are for always. 

We have no definite information to give in relation to 
the law-suit pending against the town; all we can say is

that the counsel for the plaintiffs filed their claim with our 
town clerk, but owing totheir ignorance of the law, as they 
alleged, the notice was illegal, and they have since peti- 
tioned Court for the right to file their claim according to 
law, and have left notice with us and our town clerk to 
that effect, so the case stops here for the present, as they 
have accomplished nothing further to our knowledge. 
- Should their petition be granted, we are of the opinion 
from the facts we have learned in the case that it would ke 
for the interest of the town to fight it to the utmost.
